'Le Grand Charlie' 
Charles De Gaulle, around whom French resistance 
T 
rallied after the Petain capitulation, has come out of 
retirement to head a movement called "the rally of 
the French People ” 


He seeks to forge order out of chaos Politically, 
France has been like a ship without a rudder since the 
war. All the weaknesses of coalition government are 
exemplified In France where a bitter struggle for con­ 
trol has been going on. 


De Gaulle seeks a union of Popular Republicans, 
Socialists, radicals and 
unaffiliated liberals whose 
aims are not greatly at variance and who might con­ 
ceivably rally behind a strong leader. Such a unifica­ 
tion would end the 
Communist 
threat 
in France, 
whore the Reds number 1.000,000 party members but 
poll several times that many votes. 


Despite enthusiastic acclaim wherkver he speaks. 
‘*le grand Charlie" faces a formidable task. His plan 
has been received coolly by both Right and Left. Or­ 
ganizing a dominant political party among the Indi­ 
vidualistic French is more difficult than halting all 
motion in a can of night crawlers. 
But If France’s 
makeshift coalition of Catholice, Socialists and Com­ 
munists doesn't straighten up and fly right, De Gaulle 
will be the man to whom Frenchmen again turn. 


Closing The Account 
The United States Is moving to close its $35 billions 
of lend-lease accounts, taking cash wherever possible, 
although there Is no likelihood any budget balancing 
will be done on the sums paid back. 
The first to go into « settlement huddle Is Russia 
which has been receiving duns, the tone of aluch has 
been Increasingly importunate. The Soviet government 
has received $11 billions of supplies from the United 
States, against which is credited the comparatively 
trifling sum of $2,213,000 in reverse lend-lease. There 
also arc 9 5 cargo vessels turned over to Russia and up­ 
on which no value has been announced. Of the total 
owed by Russia. 7 5 percent will be "written off" as 
military supplies. What constitutes "military supplies" 
will be one of the fine points to be settled by the ne­ 
gotiators. 
A survey of supplies delivered to Russia indicates 
the scope of our aid and explains some shortages 
Americans are experiencing even now. The list in­ 
cludes 11,158 freight cars. 385.8 8 3 
trucks, 
62,48 5,000 
yards of wool cloth. 49 ,8 60 tons of leather products 
other than shoes, of which there were 15,417 ,000 pahs, 
and even $1,647 ,000 worth of buttons 
The fact that Russia ts shopping for a $1 billion 
loan ls the principal reason she Is showing a desire to 
settle her lend-lease indebtedness. Uncle Sam doesn’t 
want her on the cuff for more until there's evidence 
her credit Is good.

Charting a Course 
Thoughtful men in Washington have long realized 
that the United States foreign policy involves so many 
factors and side-issues that It is difficult 
to 
keep 
sights fixed on long-range goals. 
One bill, one facet of foreign policy, is up for con­ 
sideration at a time, with the result that there are 
occasions when there seems to be no established pol­ 
icy. For instance, since the end of the war. while we 
have been working to check the spread of communism 
in western Europe, we have allocated, in one form or 
another, $1.8 07 ,7 07 ,512 to Soviet Russia and her allies. 
Perhaps this money is well invested and not working 
at cross purposes with our long-range aims, but it 
would not seem so. 
While the Communists in America and those who 
oppose them go baying up side trails, arguing aid to 
Greece or berating Henry Wallace, there is need that 
the men in the saddle have a firm grasp of the posi­ 
tive economic aspects of our foreign policy, rather thau 
its negative political aspects. To this end. Representa­ 
tive C. A. Herder of Massachusetts proposes a select 
committee on foreign aid. This group, to be made up 
of two members of each congressional committee deal­ 
ing with foreign aid questions, would make a contin­ 
uing study of the best way to relate our expenditures 
abroad to our resources and our chief objectives Thus, 
the toft hand wouldn't be unfloing what the right hand 
does. 
The proposal to a meritorious one Charting « path 
through th e labyrinthine ways of postwar Europe is 
a task that needs an expert hand at every turning. It

High and Low Blood Pressure 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
"HYPO" and “ hyper” are prefixes 
of exactly opposite meaning. The 
first signfies a lack: the second an 
access Thus, in medical language, 
low blood pressure is called hypo­ 
tension while high blood pressure 
is known at hypertension 
But though the names are exactly 
contrasted, the conditions they re­ 
fer to are not. High blood pressure 
is a real disease. Low blood pres­ 
sure on the other hand Is not. 
True, It is a condition which varies 
from the normal but it is not harm­ 
ful. Indeed, many doctors believe 
that low blood pressure actually in­ 
creases tiie chances for a long life. 
May Cause Disromforts 
Nevertheless, it may cause certain 
discomforts. Most people with low 
Wood pressure 
are 
inclined to be 
listless. 
feotne of the patients with low 
blood pressure go about their busi­ 
ness as usual but from time to time 
they have attacks of dizziness and 
weakness Emotional upsets as well 
as 
digestive 
disturbances 
often 


perhaps heredity may dispose some 
people to low blood pressure. 
In tlie treatment of low 
blood 
pressure it Is suggested that the pa­ 
tient w a r a supporting belt which 
holds up the abdomen. The patient 
wears the belt when he is up and 
around tut not when he is in bed. 
Such drugs as amphetamine as well 
as 
epinephrine 
and 
ephedrlne 
may be 
helpful. 
However, 
these 
crags give only temporary relief. 
The patient 
should 
receive a

fully balanced diet, sufficient Uuics 
and plenty cf rest. Low blood pres­ 
sure, as a rule, is not serious but 
because of the symptoms which it 
produces 
it 
should 
be 
promptly 
treated. 
The patient with low blood pres­ 
u re should never be treated as an 
invalid but should bq encouraged 
to as much activity as he is able to 
undertake. 
It should always be remembered 
tliat many people with definitely 
low pressure are active and even 
energetic.

Customers have a right to service and they have rn right to a settle­ 
ment that is fair to them. Wages come out of the rates that are paid for service* Most of these rates are for 
service within Ohio and are subject to approval by the Ohio public through their delegated authorities. 
The total cost of the union demands would be $35,000,000 per year, or almost throe times the total earnings 
of the company last year. The cost on th e average would be over $2.00 per month per telephone. 


The Strike Can Be Ended Now 
If W ages Are The Real Issue 


All the union and the company have to do is to agree upon, say three good and impartial people and abide by their decision 
as to what the wages should be in Ohio. Both sides of the case may be presented fully. 
That is arbitration and it has been used many 
times to settle honest differences of opinion. 


Arbitration in Ohio could be completed in thirty days, and the wage rates settled, while everybody would be at work and be 
getting their pay. 


The company agreed to abide by such a decision before the strike started. It will now. The strike can stop now without the 
loss of wages that goes on week by week. 


W hy Is This O ffer R efused By The U nion? 


Can it be that the leaders have signed away the right to bargain such a settlement in Ohio? 


Can it be thai gathering together the power of a national union is more important that getting Ohio wages settled? 


Can ll be that union shop (compulsory membership in the union, denying the right to work of those who do not join or who 
lose their membership) is more important than getting a fair settlement of wages? 


Can it be thai, for these reasons, the bargaining that was done was domed to failure before it started? 


If not, then why. in the name of common sense can't the Ohio Federation of Telephone Workers, with whom the company has 
always bargained in good faith, agree to so fair a proposition as abiding by the judgment of an arbitration board which they would 
select in collaboration with the company?

There is everything to gain by accepting arbitration. Service can be resumed to the public. Work and wages can go ahead. 
The settlement can be accomplished promptly.
